RedaciDg  the  num¬ 
ber  of  freeholder*  roar  have  some  advan¬ 
tage*.  bat  it  is  well  known  that  the  small¬ 
er  sne'e  bodies  arc.  the  greater  ia  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  their  becoming  corrupt.  When 
ii  ia  remembered  that  the  chief  duties  of 
.  the  Board  are  to  oversee  the  bridges  and 
county  roads— that  their  jurisdiction  is 
for  the  most  part  suburban,  it  is  difficult 
to  see  the  propriety  of  relegating  this 
power  end  control  ovsr  the  rural  dis¬ 
tricts  eo  complexly  to  the  city  of  New- 
arh.  Too  townships,  we  opine,  will  not 
submit  with  very  good  grace  to  this  pro¬ 
posal  of  their  subjugation.  It  is  hoped 
the  Legislature  will  wisely  consider  the 
proposed  cbtngo  before  placing  this  new 
yoke  upon  us.  Wo  nr.*  glad  to  notice 
that  our  Senator,  Mr.  Sirk,  i3  not  dis¬

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  a  few  montba  ago  be¬ 
gan  the  work  of  remodeling  the  old  8t. 
Luke’s  Chapel,  which  formerly  stood 
north  of  Bloomfield  Ave.  in  tbe  eastern 
part  of  tbe  township.  Mr.  N.  O.  Pilla- 
bury  recently  purchased  and  moved  it  to 
bis  lot  on  Fullerton  ave.,  adjacent  to 
tbe  Montclair  Library  Building. 

Here  ituederwent  a  few  changes  to 
adapt  it  Mr  mercantile  purposes.  Be¬ 
fore  this  wu  fully  consummated,  the  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  effected  a  lease  and  began  the 
renovation.  It  ia  now  one  of  the  cosiest 
and  moat  convenient  rooms  in  the  town. 
It  will  seat  comfortably  300,  and  400  can 
be  crowded  in.  It  ia  lighted  by  a  reflec- 
tor*from  the  ceiling,  with  brackets  on 
the  aide,  baa  been  frescoed  and  painted, 
which,  with  the  large  pictnree  and  mot¬ 
toes  make  it  a  delightful  place.  The  As¬ 
sociation  has  bad  a  grand  work  on  its 
hands  this  winter,  having  been  instru¬ 
mental  in  stimulating  a  deep  intereteT  in 
spiritual  thing*.  All  the  ehnrehrtf  will 
reoeive  aooeesions  from  among  \bose 
brought  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Christ.

rrangemeuts,  proved  to  be  the  most 
ao table  success  Bloomfield  has  enjoyed 
m  many  a  day.  Au  audience  estimated 
at  not  leas  than  700  were  present,  the 
larger  part  of  whom  had  securod  their 
seats  ia  advance.  The  balcony  was 
handsomely  decorated  by  flags  of  all  na¬ 
tions,  while  tbe  four  “private  boxes,” 
which  were  draped  with  the  national 
color*,  boro  also  handsome  por¬ 
traits  of  Lincoln  and  Grant.  These  deco¬ 
rations,  tho  combined  work  and  taste  of 
Directors  Sherman,  Morris  and  William¬ 
son,  contributed  Dot  a  little  to  the  gene¬ 
ral  harmony  and  pleasing  effect  of  the 
“Inaugural.” 

Tbe  opening  address  was  ably  made  by 
W.  K.  Williamson,  Esq.  He  congratu¬ 
lated  the  Bloomfield  public  on  the  com¬ 
pletion  and  opening  of  this  Hall,  regard¬ 
ing  it  aa  an  evidence  of  the  town’s  enter¬ 
prise  and  liberality,  and  then  went  on  to 
speak  substantially  ss  follows : 

It  should  be  our  proudest  boast  that 
Bloomfield  ia  our  home,  and  it  should  be 
our  aim  to  supply  every  incentive  to  local 
pride  and  patriotism,  which  springs  from 
lovo  of  home.  We  should  also  strive  to 
cultivate  among  our  people  a  love  of  lit¬ 
erature  and  tbe  combining  the 

beautiful  aqd  the  useful.  These  iu  tbe 
divine  economy  are  conjoined.  The  arts 
of  tasto  develop  mental  faculties  and 
adorn  life  beyond  those  puisuits  which 
arc  merely  necessary  or  convenient. 

We  ia  Bloomfield  have  been  a  favor¬ 
ed  commnnity,  ggpriog  in  material 
wealth,  yet  not  unmindful  of  the  higher 
aims  and  pnrer  purposes  which  secure 
intellectual  culture  and  moral  excellence.

as  a  criterion  by  wiuph  to  judge  of  the 
public  sentiment  , 

Iu  conclusion,  in  the  name  of  the 
Board  cf  Directors,  permit  me  to  return 
thanks  for  this  generous  appreciation 
and  evident  interest  in  this  preject, as  ex¬ 
pressed  by  your  attendance,  at  this  time. 
We  invoke  your  sympathy  and  aid  in 
promotion  of  our  efforts  for  the  oommon 
good.  The  bent  already  given  by  the 
industrious  and  God-feariDg  people  who 
laid  the  foaudutioQ.it  is  destined  to  main¬ 
tain.  And  trusting  that  other  occasions 
will  bring  you  back  to  witness  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  still  greater  results,  I,  in  the 
name  of  the  Association,  commit  this  ex 
periment  to  the  public — pro  bono publico. 
May  your  favor  btrengthen  the  hands  of 
those  who  designed  and  executed  it  and 
give  additional  and  continued  prosperity 
to  all  concerned.

Tbe  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  have 
reduced  the  fare  ovor  all  their  lines  to  a  uni¬ 
form  rate  of  three  ce«U  per  mile.  This  male* 
the  fare  from  New  York  to  Philadelphia  82.75

A  gang  of  river  tliieves-havc  lately  been  com 
mittlng  depredations  in  Ndw  York  hsrbor  al¬ 
most  nightly,  and  it  would  seem  with  perfect 
impunity.  Tho  latest  outrage  was  perpetrated 
eairly  Saturday  morning,  whin  a  gang  of  twelve 
thieves,  altar  robbing  an  uuknown  schooner, 
boarded  the  schooner  Highlander,  Captain 
gomm'nfciElVt frriahfern  fom 
the  rigging,  six  of  them  entered  the  cabin, 
^here  was  Capfain  Wood  anA  his  two  boys, 
and  with  pistols  at  their  heads  demanded  their 
money  and  valuables.  In  tbe  prosecution  of 
the  robbery  they  *scd  great  violence,  repeated¬ 
ly  striking  the  captain  and  the  boys,  and 
smashing  the  furniture  of  the  cabin.  On  retir¬ 
ing  they  fired  on  the  captain,  tbe  bullet  strik¬ 
ing  in  the  mouth,  carrying  away  part  of  bis 
lips  aud  shattering  his  teeth. 

Mira  Lcban,  a  young  woman  residing  in  Ho 
token,  entered  the  First  National  bank  of  that 
cite  and  requested  to  sec  Mr.  R.  Idell,  one  of 
the  tellers.  She  was  shown  into  tbe  private 
apartment  and  tbe  t  wo  had  a  long  conversation. 
Suddenly  Mira  grew  very  violent  and  accused 
Idell  of  discarding  bet.  A  dispute  followed. 
The  woman  became  almost  frantic  and  threw 
a  large  qcantity  of  red  pepper  into  the  face  of 
Idell.  She  then  ;hnrrie8i|y  departed.  When 
she  waa  leaving  6hc  told  some  of  the  band  offl 
cials  that  6be  would  shoot  Idell.  Both  dispu¬ 
tants  are  wea’.lhy.  They  arc  old  lovers  and 
were  at  one  time  engaged  to  be  married.  Tbe 
engagement,  it  is  said,  was  broken  by  Idell 
without  apparent  cause.  The  bank  official*  are 
greatly  incenses  over  the  occurrence  sad  will 
probabiy  dismiss  the  teller. 

In  the  case  of  Alice  Nolo*,  the  garden¬ 
er’s  daughter,  of  Princeton,  who  sued  to 
recover  of  Albert  H .  Brown  $60,000  dam¬ 
ages  for  breach  of  promise,  on  demurrer 
on  the  gTouDd  that  a  promise  of  this 
kind  could  not  be  binding  when  made 
by  a  married  man,  known  to  be  married 
by  the  woman  interested,  tbe  demurrer 
waa  sustained.  The  plaintiffs  will  carry 
the  case  to  the  Court  of  Error*  and  Ap¬ 
peals.

mittee,,  or  bhull  incure  obligations  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  the  apropriation  and  limit  of  ex¬ 
penditure  provided  by  Inw  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  respectively  of  any  such  board  or 
•jommiltee,  tbe  members  thereof,  thus 
disbursing,  ordering  or  voting  for  the 
disbursements  and  expenditure  of  public 
moneys,  or  thus  iDcuring  obligations  in 
excess  of  tbo  amount  appropriated  and 
limit  of  expenditure  as  now  or  hereafter 
appropriated  and  limited  by  law’,  ahall  be 
fieverally  deemed  guilty  of  malfeasance 
in  office,  and  oq’ being  thereof  convicted 
shall  bo  punished  by  tine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars  or  imprisonment 
at  hard  labor  for  auy  term  not  exceeding 
three  years  or  both  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Attorney-Gentral  Vunatta  Uas  submit¬ 
ted  an  opinion  to  tho  Legislature,  that 
the  new  Constitation  does  not  repeal  the 
Five  County  Act  His  ground  is  that 
Paragraph  12,  Sec.  7,  Art.  4,  does  not 
relate  to  post  legislation,  .but  refers  to 
tbe  future,  prescribing  the  principle  on 
which  all  future  tox  laws  must  be  made.
